INDICT LEGISLATORS 
IN OHIO BRIBE CASE 





Three Senators, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and Two Representatives 
Held in Heavy Bail.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 8.—Eight indict- 
ments against three Senators and two 
Representatives and the Seargeant at 
Arms of the Senate were reported this 
evening by the Grand Jury investigating 
the legislative bribery scandal. At first it 
was the intention of Prosecuting Attorney 
Turner and Attorney General Hosan not 
to have any of the indictments returned 
until the Grand Jury had finished its 
work, but fear that some of the legislat- 
ors were preparing to flee caused the first 
batch of indictments to be made known 
this evening. 

Those indicted are Senators Isaac E. 
Huffman of Butler County and George K. 
Cetone of Montgomery County, both Dem- 
ocrats, and Senator L. R. Andrews of 
Lawrence County, Republicans: Repre- 
sentatives George B. Nye of Pike County, 
Democrat, and A. C. Lowry of Lawrence 
County, Republican, and Rodney T. Dieg- 
el, Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, Dem- 
ocrat. They are accused of taking and 
soliciting bribes, and Diegel is charged 
with being the go-between. 

All of these men have been attending 
the legislative sessions regularly, and 
were notified of the indictments as they 
were leaving the State Capitol. They 
showed they had anticipated the Indict- 
ments, and such proved the fact, as their 
bonds had aiready been arranged. They 
went to the offices of their attorneys, and 
after a brief consultation proceeded to 
the Court House, where they surrendered 
themselves. A surety bond was in readi- 
ness, and Nye and Diegel were released

MR. TAFT VERY UNWILLING 





Repeats That He Will Take No Action 
Unless Congress Directs iIt—Test 
of Troops’ Mobllity.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The greatest 


interest was manifested in Administration 
circles to-day in Mr. Bonsal’s dispatch 
from Mexico City printed in THe New 
YORK TIMES this morning picturing the 
gravity of the situation of the Diaz Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Bonsal’s message !s quite In keep- 
ing with information which has reached 
the State from its 
sources f!n Mexico. Official telegrams 


which were received !n Washington, this 
afternoon gtve no brighter view of the 
situation than that contained In THE 
TIMES'S dispatch. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that this 
information is of most serious import to 
this Government. The Administration has 
been hoping fervently that the peace .ne- 
gotiations with Francisco I. Madero would 
lead eventually to a settlement of the 
Mexican troubles, which would remove 
the load of unpleasant responsibility from 
this Government. But the information 
from Mexico City tends to justify the fear 
that, after all, Madero may not be able to 
contro] the revclutionary sentiment in his 
country, and that, even if he is willing to 
make peace so far as his forces are con- 
cerned, that will not end the matter. 

The fact is, the power which Gen. Diaz 
has wielded for so long is almost gone. 
The old strong organization is disinte- 
grating. The system of law and order 
is disrupted, and the Mexican Government 
is almost in a state of liquefaction. 

Despite the fact that this all points 
toward the ultimate necessity of Iinter- 
vention by the United States for the 
restoration of order and the establishment 
of a stable Government, President Taft 
is still hopeful that something may de- 
velop which will avoid this eventuality. 
He reiterated this evening what he has 
said several times recentiy—that he will 
not order any troops into Mexico on his 
own motion and that Congress will have 
to direct intervention before any step 
toward it is taken by him. The President 
is extremely loath to take such action, 
and will not discuss it even as an ultimate 
posibllity further than to declare that it 
will not be undertaken except on the di- 
rection of Congress. 

But there is no ignoring the fact that 
events are tending to force Congress 
to take cognizance of the Mexican situa- 
tion. Through the protest of the German 
representative in Mexico City a third for- 
eign Government became actively inter- 
ested in the matter. Spain had already 
become involved, following the repre- 
sentations made by the United States. 

What action the German Government 
will take in following up the protest of 
its representative in Mexico City remains 
to be seen. The continued helplessness 
of the Diaz Gcvernment to protect the 
persons and property of foreigners is 
bound before much longer to bring to 
the United States from such Governments 
suggestions or requests that this Govern- 
ment take action to put an end to the dis- 
order. 

When that time comes the point will 
have been reached where the President 
will probably feel compelled to refer the 
whole case to Congress. Thus far there 
has been almost no disposition manifested 
in Congress to criticise the action of the 
Administration regarding the Mexican 
trouble, and the expectation is that, when- 
ever the President finds himself forced 
by circumstances to lay the whole situ- 
ation before Congress, action will be 
taken promptly giving him full authority 
to deal witn the rrratter. 

The forces of the United States Army 
and Navy, as now distributed near Mex- 
ico, embrace 2,000 marines in camp at 
Guantanamo, which force may be in- 
creased by detachments from New York, 
Philadelphia, and Norfolk; thirty-six 
companies of coast artillery in a provis- 
ional brigade at Galveston; the manoeuvre 
division in camp at San Antonio, consist- 
ing of nine regiments of infantry, two 
regiments of field artillery, and four regi- 
ments of cavalry; two regiments of in- 
fantry and two regiments of cavalry pa- 
trolling the border, and two regiments of 
infantry and six companies of coast artil- 
lery at San Diego, Cal. 

The navy has in various vessels sta- 
tioned on the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts 
upward of 10,000 bluejackets.

ANARCHY ALL OVER MEXICO. 


Even with Madero’s Aid It May Be 
Impossible to Restore Order. 
Epecial Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMBS. 
From Another Correspondent. 
MEXICO CITY, May 3.—There is no 
denying the fact that the situation in 
Mexico is more perilous than ever. This 








may be the proverbial darkness before 
the dawn, but a statement of the For- 
eign Office that Gen. Madero will be 
expected to restore tranquillity in the 
country tends to dispel the little re- 
maining hope of the suceess of the 
peace negotiations. It is now certain 
that the situation is beyond the control 
of any party. Restoration of order in 
the country will be the work of months 
under any circumstances. Peace with 
Gen. Madero, however, would greatly 
simplify the problem. 

That at least 2,000 rebels are camped 
within forty miles of Mexico City its 
the report brought by Carlos Carnes, 
@ resident of this city, who returned 
to-night by automobile from Cuefna- 
vaca. The 400 Federals marching to- 
ward Cuernavaca are avoiding an en- 
gagement until the full strength of the 
rebels is ascertained. 

One of the leaders of the rebels {s 
Arriaga, formerly an employe of the 
National Packing Company and well 
known here. He knows Carnes and 
passed him through the insurrecto lines. 

All the wires along the National line 
are cut, including the Associated Press 
leased wire. 

A state of anarchy prevails in the i1- 
terior of the States of Puebia, Morelos, 
Guerrero, Durango, Sonora, and 
Coahuila, and in sections of nearly 
every other State in the republic, with 
the exception of Oaxaca and Chiapas 
and the Federal District. 

Conditions in the State of Zacatecas 
have become so0 bad that the Governor 
has issued a proclamation saying that 
On account of the looting of Govern- 
ment funds hy the rebels and the im- 
possibility of collecting taxes he 
make no promises as to when the 
aries of school teachers, Judges, and 
minor officials can be met.

Alberto Jiminez, the Jefe Politico of 
Acapulco, started in pursuit of the rebels 
menacing the little port.

DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 3.—Refugees 
from Guayamas arriving here to-day say 
that when they began their journey 1,000 
Americans were penned up in Mazatlan, 
unable to get away because of the sev- 
ered connections of the railroad, and un- 
able to get word to Washington to send 
a warship to take them away. 

Mexican gunboats in Mazatlan Harbor 
prevented any egress by sea, while’ the 
rebels had the city surrounded on the Jand 
side when the last news came from the 
city. Wire communication with Mazatlan 
is interrupted. 

An attack on Agua Prieta is expecied 
within two or three days. If it is made 
this city will tome under a fire from the 
rebels more direct than any heretofore ex- 
perienced. The Federal garrison has so 
arranged its fortifications that an attack- 
ing force must fire directly into the people 
of the United States over the .border. 

Directly south of Agua Prieta the Fed- 
erals have done most of their work, erect- 
ing heavy intrenchmerts with adobe bar- 
ricades and sand bags. In the exact cen- 
tre of the LIne of intrenchments they 
have erected an adobe blockhouse with a 
platform on which te mount machine 
guns. The attacking rebels, firing from 
any angle, will shoot directly toward 
Douglas, and only bullets stopped by the 
blockhouse itself or buildings in Agua 
alae will fail to cross the international 
ine. 

United States cavalry officers: are. in 
possession of this information and Wash- 
ington has been advised of the danger to 
Uniied States citizens. 

Reports were received to-day from the 
Mexican side of the line, based on what 
seemed to be good authority, that the 
rebel leaders of Sonora succeeded in get- 
ting two machine guns and.a breech-load- 
ing three-inch field piece across the inter- 
national boundary near here last night. 

The guns came in over the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad to Tucson, whence they 
were hauled in two wagons, with plenty 
of ammunition, through the forest and 
across the border line.

“At present international law has 
reached the same state of development 
that private or municipal law had at- 
tained in the tenth century,’ Mr. Holt 
continued. ‘‘ Nations to%day are in the 
Same stage of development that the 
American colonies were at about the time 
of their first confederation. As the 
United States came into existence by 
the establishment of the Articles of 
Confederation and the Continental 
Congress, so the ‘ United Nations’ at this 
present moment exists by the fact of The 
Hague Court and the recurring Hague 
Conferences, The Hague Court being the 
vromise of the Supreme Court of the 
World, and The Hague Conferences being 
the prophecy of the Parliament of Man. 

‘Any League of Peace likely to be 
established in the immediate future must 
differ from all previous and present 
leagues, alliances and confederations in 
its total abstinence from the use of force. 
To project a League of Peace at the pres- 
ent moment, with a specially constituted 
international force at its disposal, would 
instantly beget suspicion, if not alarm, 
on the part of all nations not requested 
to join. They would consider it an al- 
liance against themselves, and would very 
likeiy proceed forthwith to start a coun- 
ter alliance to preserve the balance of 
power. : 

‘With the idea in view, then, that the 
League of Peace shall not have any 
specially constituted army and navy at 
its disposal, I offer four whatever they 
may be worth, the following suggestions: 

“ First. the nations in the league shall 
refer «weal disputes of whatsoever nature 

arbitration. 

‘Second, The 
duly constituted 
disputes that cannot

plomacy. 


“Third, the league shall provide a 
periodical convention or assembly to make 
all rules for the league, such rules to 
become law unless vetoed by a nation 
within a stated period. 

“Fourth, each member of the lea 
shall have the right to withdraw on 
notice. 

‘Tt is conceivable that such a league 
might in time reduce tariffs and postal 
rates and in a thousand other ways pro- 
mote commerce and comity among the 
members. 

“Surely the first step to bring about 
such a league is to conclude the arbitra- 
tion treaty now being negotiated with 
Great Britain. As surely as daylight 
follows dawn it will be followed by simi- 
laaetreaties. Indeed it is by no means 
impossible that there will be a race be- 
tween England and Japan on one hand 
and France and the United States on the 
other to see which can conclude the sec- 
ond model arbitration treaty of the 
world.”

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CHARGE A MONOPOLY 
IN SHOE MACHINERY 


Western Manufacturers Tell Sen- 
ate Committee They Are Help- 
less Because of Trust. 








BAILEY FOR PROSECUTION 





Tariff of 45 Per Cent. on Foreign Ma- 
chinery Prevents -importation— 
Contracts for 17 Years. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.--The Senate 
Finance Committee held its first hearing 
on tariff maiters to-day. The hearing 
related to the farmers’ free list bill now 
under debate in the House, and reciproc- 
ity will not be taken up until next Mon- 
day. All the witnesses this morning were 
shoe manufacturers from the Middle 
West, and they agreed in their testimony 
that the industry was under the thumb 
of a trust controlling the shoe factory 
machinery, 

This trust, they said, is the United Shoe 
Machinery Company of Boston. The duty 
of 45 per cent. on machinery for the 
manufacture of shoes kept them from 
buying their equipment abroad, they tes- 
tified, while the iron-bound contracts into 
which the trust forced them made it im- 
possible for them to get any machinery 
in this country unless they got it all of 
the trust. These contracts, according to 
to-day’s testimony, run for seventeen 
years, and competitors are thus kept out 
of the business from an impossibility to 
find customers, 

Seven shoe manufacturers appeared, 
representing houses In Chicago, St. Louis, 
and Milwaukee. Most of the talking for 
them was done by William D’Oench of St. 
Louis, and the suggestion was made that 
the testimony before the Finance Com- 
mittee be later submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for possible action at law. 
Other witnesses were F. F. Selz of Chi- 
cago, Jackson Johnson of St. Louis, Mr. 
McBlroy of St. Louis, Mr. Fitzgerald of 
Milwaukee, and Mr. Florsheim of Chi- 
cago. 

The hearing was primarily to show why 
the shoe industry should not be subjected 
to free boots and shoes as proposed in the 
pending House bill, but it soon became an 
inquiry into the shoe machinery monopo- 
ly. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Sen- 
ator Bailey said: 

‘Tt think that if these hearings are 
transmitted to the office of the Attorney 
General the United Shoe Machinery Com- 
pany will.have trouble on its hands.’ 

Senator Bailey did not hesitate to de- 
clare that the contracts which the Shoe 
Machinery Trust virtually forces manu- 
facturers to sign are invalid, He declared 
that the signature of such contracts in 
some of the States would be a crime. 

The whole Finance Committee showed 
decided interest in the disclosures made. 

If the temper displayed at the hearing 
to-day by Senators who were told about 
the shoe machinery company is any in- 
dication there will be strenuous demand 
in the Senate for prosecution of the 
United Shoe Machinery Company and for 
the testing in the courts of the validity 
of its contracts. 

Mr. D'’Oench explained that the United 
Shoe Machinery Company, which he said 
was a trust, controlled the industry. The 
American shoe manufacturers’ signed 
leases on the machinery of the company, 
and at ithe same time had to use the 
material furnished by the company. The 
company controlled the wire used in 
Stitching shoes. 

‘The shoe machinery trust owns praoc- 
tically all the shoe machinery in this 
country,” said Mr. D’Oench. Senator 
Heyburn, Senator Smoot, and others 
asked if it did not control the patents 
to the machinery in question, and if this 
control was not the basis of the alleged 
monopoly. 

“The pasic patentS have expired,” said 
the witness. 

He then explained that the only way 
the American manufacturer could get shoe 
machinery was to lease it from the shoe 
machinery trust, which at the same time 
furnished the wire and other parts. Mr. 
D’'Oench said as good machines could be 
got in Europe but there was a 45 per 
cent. duty on them. 

Senator Simmons asked why not abolish 
the duty. 

“That would relleve us very much,”’ 
said the witness. 

Senator Smoot then asked why the 
American shoe manufacturers did not 
buy English machines and pay the duty. 

‘‘Because the United Shoe Machinery 
Company would come into our plants 
and take every machine out.’”’

The State convention is retained, but dele- 
gates to all conventions and members of 
the various party committees are to be 
electea at the primaries by the direct 
method. 

In providing for the designation of 
party candidates by a party committce 
and in requiring an official primary ballot 
the Dix bill follows the provisions of the 
Hinman-Green bill of last year. It dif- 
fers from the Democratic direct primaries 
bill presented to the last session of the 
Legislature by applying the direct pri- 
maries principle to New. York City as well 
as to the rest of the State, and by 
making the primary ballot, prepared by 
a free and easy metnod at home, impos- 
Sible. Under the Dix bill the name of 
no candidate can appear in more than one 
place on the official primary ballot. 

The advantage of having the party em- 
blem is one which has never been ac- 
corded in any previous direct primary bill 
introduced in this State. The Hinman- 
Green bill grouped all candidates for one 
office under one head, the organization 
candidate having the advantage of head- 
ing the list for each office. Last vear’'s 
bill also required the voter to make a 
mark for each candidate voted for. 

The Ferris-Blauvelt bill provides for the 
direct election of delegates to the State 
Conventions and of members of all polit- 
ical committees. Provision is made for 
one State committeeman from each As- 
sembly district, making a State committee 
of 100 members. The seventh Tuesday 
before election day is fixed as primary 
day throughout the State. 

To obtain a place on the ballot by peti- 
tion a candidate must have the signatures 
of o per cent. of the voters. A candidate 
for election as State committeeman may 
be designated by an Assembly district 
A member of a party com- 
mittee at a meeting for the designaiton of 
candidates is entitled to one vote for his

Though the Democratic platform adopt- 
ed at the Rochester Convention contained 
a most emphatic pledge for direct prima- 
ries legislation. and while the Republican 
platform adopted at Saratoga contained a 
similar promise, though less clear, many 
legislators to-day declared that in their 
opinion there would be no direct primaries 
legislation this year. 

The Dix bill, it was pointed out by those 
who were procrastinating in this vein. 
contains no end of ammunition which can 
be used both by the friends and the op- 
ponents of direct primaries to make its 
passage impossible. In retaining the party 
committee feature of the Hinman-Green 
bill, the bill introduced to-day has brought 
into the primartes fight this year the 
issue that was seized upen with most ad- 
vantage to themselves by the opponents 
of direct primaries, who declared that 
this merely would be the means of legal- 
izing the political boss. The Tammany 
members are certain to oppose the ex- 
tension of the direct method to primary 
elections in New York City, and the up- 
State legislators are ready to rise in revolt 
against the provision for State-wide reg- 
istration. 

The Dix bill is Ukely to draw the fire 
from all factions in the Legislature and 
from friend and foe of direct primaries 
alike. There are other direct primary bil!s 
introduced, some by Republicans, others 
by Democrats, and even the Independence 
League has direct primary bills up before 
the Legislature. It was said to-day that 
the Democrats will oppose the Republican 
measure, and the Republicans, with insur- 
gent aid, will block the passage of the 
Democratic measure.

CHARGES AGAINST McANENY. 


Discharged Employe Complains to 
Gov. Dix—Regarded as Trivial, 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 3.—Gov. Dix to-night 
made public charges which have been 
made against George McAneny, President 
of the Borough of Manhattan, by Na- 
thaniel B. Sawyer, a discharged employe, 
and Mr. McAneny’s reply. The Gov- 
ernor as yet has made no disposition of 
the case, but the charges are regarded as 
trivial. 

In a sworn statement Sawyer declares 
that a certain quality of oil had been pur- 
chased through the order of William R. 
Patterson, Assistant Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and that as a result of the 
use of this oil the engine in the Hall of 
Records over which Sawyer had supervi- 
sion was damaged. 

Sawyer also says that he was compelled 
to take orders from Charles G. Arm- 
strong, a consulting engineer, who had no 
official connection with any city depart- 
ment. Sawyer was removed on Aug, 1, 
1910, on a charge of making false accusa- 
tions against Mr. Patterson, a superior 
officer, 

In reply Mr. McAneny says that Mr. 
Armstrong had been engaged as an expert 
on mechanical affairs and that Sawyer 
was a civil service employe and was dis- 
missed on charges. furthermore, if he felt 
aggrieved the matter could readily have 
been adjusted in a court by serving a 
writ of mandamus to compel his re-in- 
statement, and that Sawyer had failed to 
take steps to obtain such relief. 


In a statement issued in New York yes- 
terday Borough President McAneny pub- 
licly answered the charges brought by 
Nathaniel B. Sawyer to the attention of 
Goy. Dix. Mr. McAneny characterized the 
action as ‘‘the old case of a man who 
has been discharged trying to get even.”’ 
He gave out a letter he had written to 
Sawyer after he had filed charges against 
Sawyer G. Armstrong, @ consulting en- 
gineer in the department, and W. R. Pat- 
terson, the Assistant Commissioner of 
Public Works, and pointed out that Mr.

VETOES TERCENTENARY BILL. 


Dix Refuses to Extend Time for 
Champlain Committee's Report. 


ALBANY, May 3.—Gov. Dix has vetoed 
Assemblyman Foley's bill extending until 
1913 the time for the final report of the 
Lake Champlain Tercentenary Commis- 
sion and reappropriating for the commis- 
sion an unexpended balance of $25,833. 

When the commission was created it 
was provided that it should report to the 
Legislature of 1910. Last year the time 
was extended a year, and the Governor 
believes a further extension of time unde- 
sirable, as it probably would necessitate 
further appropriations. 

The Governor also vetoed two Criminal 
Code amendments relative to admission to 
bail as undesirable. 


IN AID OF BOXING CONTESTS. 


Supervision by a State Athletic Com- 
mission in Senator Frawley’s Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 3.—Senator Frawley of 
New York to-day introduced a bill creat- 
ing a State Athletic Commission to be 
composed of three members appointed by 
the Governor, which shall have sole juris- 
diction over boxing and sparring exhibl- 
tions. It would be the duty of the new 
board to license clubs under whose au- 
spices boxing exhibitions are given. 

The bill limits contests to fifteen rounds 
each and declares that boxers shall use 
gloves of not less than eight ounces in 
weight. It is provided that the commis- 
sion may prohibit the appearance in the 
ring of fighters found guilty of fake 
fighting. The bill also strikes out the 
provision of the penal jaw which prohibits 
public sparring exhibitions. 

There is nothing in the bill to restrict 
the powers of the police to interfere if a 
boxing exhibition should become brutal.

First Four Net $18,300—Letter from 
Poe Correcting Ideas of His Habits 
Sells for $1,700. 





The Shakespeare four folios, eight of his 
quartos, and his poems were the chief 
features at last evening's session of the 
Robert Hoe library sale. Daniel R. Ken- 
nedy was the auctioneer. The folios 
brought a total of $18,300, as follows: 
First folio, 16238, $13,000, (Smith;) second, 
1632, $1,850, (Dodd & Livingston:) third, 
$3,200, (Wallace;) fourth, $750, (Dodd & 
Livingston.) 

The bidding for the first folio was 
chiefly between George O. Smith, Ber- 
nard Quaritch, Dodd & Livingston, and 
Dr. A, S. W. Rosenbach. The record 
price is $18,000, paid at the William C. 
Van Antwerp sale in London in 1907, by 
Dr. Rosenbach, who subsequently sold 
the work to Harry E. Widener of Phila- 
delphia for about $20,000.

Isaac Jaggard and Edward Glount print- 
ed the first folfo in 1623.

“The fact is this: My habits are rig- 
orously abstemtous, and I omit nothing 
of the natural regimen for health, i. e., 
rise early, eat moderately, drink nothing 
but water, and take abundant and regular 
exercise in the open gir. But this is my 
private life—my studious and literary life 
—and of course escapes the eye of the 
world. The desire for society comes upon 
me only when I have become excited by 
drink. Then only I go-—that is, at these 
times only I have been in the practice of 
going among my friends, who, seldom, or 
in fact never, having seen me, unless ex- 
cited, take it for granted that I am al- 
ways so. Those who really know me, 
know better. In. the meantime I shall 
turn the general error to account.”’ 

He then gives a résumé of the points in 
his philosophical lecture, published in his 
work, ‘‘ Eureka,’’ outlining his system of 
cosmic philosophy, and stating that he is 
confident his theories will change the 
whole course of science and physics. He 
ends the letter with this line: ‘‘I say this 
quietly, but I say it.’’ The letter really will 
change the future biographies of Poe, as 
it gives his own explanation of the charge 
of drunken habits made against him. 

Mr. Hellman said that he bought the 
letter for a collector, whose name he was 
not at liberty at present to reveal. Wal- 
ter M. Hill of Chicago was Hellman’s 
chief competitor for the letter. He was 
bidding for a Western collector, whose 
name was also withheld. Poe wrote this 
letter a year after his wife's death, and 
while he was engaged to Mrs. Sarah 
Helen Whitman of Providence, R. L., 
which engagement she canceled two days 
before the intended marriage, on account, 
as she explained, of his jlabits. The fol- 
lowing year, 1849, he died at the Ma- 
rine Hospital in Baltimore.

Epistle to Charles V. Said to Have 
Been Bought for Mr. Morgan. 
LEIPSIG, May 3.—At a sale of auto- 
graphs to-day a letter written by Martin 
Luther to the Emperor Charles V. was 
bought by a Florence dealer for $25,500. 
The purchase is said to have been made 

for J. Pierpont Morgan. : 

The letter, which is in Latin, is of great 
historical importance. It was written in 
1521, in the course of the reformer’s re- 
turn journey from the Diet of Worms

The epistle was intrusted to the im- 
perial herald, who gave Luther a safe 
conduct through: the Thuringian Forest 
until he was ostensibly taken prisoner 
for his own protection by the order of his 
friend the Elector of Saxony. The con- 
tents of the letter were such that none 
dared to deliver it to the Emperor, and a 
note to this effect was writen on the 
manuscript by the Emperor’s archivist.

BREAKING EXCISE GUARD. 


Assemblyman McCue, a Saloonkeeper, 
Put Through Favorable Bills.

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DEPOSITORS SEEK DIX’S AID. 


Want Official Inquiry Into Failure of 
the Union Bank of Brooklyn. 


ALBANY, May 3.--Gov. Dix’s aid was 
asked to-day by a large delegation of de- 
positors of the collapsed Union Bank of 
Brooklyn to use his influence to bring 
about the passage of Assemblyman Gold- 
stein’s bill appropriating $50,000' for a 
legislative investigation of the Union 
Bank and any other State bank or trust 
company in process of liquidation which 
would warrant investigation in the com- 
mittee’s judgment. 

Assemblyman Goldstein, as spokesman 
for the delegation, told the Governor of 
the failure of the bank in 1907, of its 
subsequent rehabilitation under the Presi- 
dency of Edward M. Grout, and of its re- 
opening with the consent of Clark Will- 
jams, then State Superintendent of 
Banks. When it again closed in April, 
1910, it had on deposit about $4,000,000, 
and not a dollar has been received by the 
depositors. 

Clark Williams was criticised for per- 
mitting the bank to re-open, and Super- 
intendent of Banks Cheney for allowing it 
to continue, while District Attorney Whit- 
man of New York was praised for his 
‘fearless and honest prosecution of the 
banking thieves that wrecked the Car- 
negie Trust Company and the Washing- 
ton Bank.”’ 

Supt. Cheney, who was present at the 
hearing, was asked by the Governor if 
some of the real estate loans made by 
the bank were not excessive. Mr. Cheney 
replied that’ they would have been un-

Young Violinist from Illinois Reached 
His Goal, but Health Failed. 


The search of Warner D. Miller, the 
twenty-year-old son of J. D. Miller, an 


attorney of Geneva, IIl., for musical edu- 
cation, brought him many adventures. 
He returned yesterday on the North Ger- 
minan Lioyd liner Kronprinz Wilhelm, in 
bad health ard mighty glad to be in 
America again. 

The young man is a violinist of some 
attainment and his consuming desire was 
to study in Paris. On March 30, 1910, 
he left home without the consent of his 
parents and with only $30 and his violin. 
When he got here he had $12 left. At 
Harrisburg he was arrested for beating 
his way on the train and paid a fine 
to keep out of jail. For three days’ he 
wandered about this city trying to ralse 
passage money by playing his violin and 
then shipned as a cattleman on the Atlan- 
tic Transport liner Minnehaha. 

Tending cattle upon a rolling vessel 
was a hard task and it ended on April 18 
when the Minnehaha was wrecked upon 
Scilly. He managed to get on the special 
train that took the passengers to London, 
arriving there on April 26. On the way 
Miller met a Belgian, who was broke 
and wanted money to get home. He 
divided his money with his new friend, 
buying two tickets to Brussels. Once 
there the Belgian refused to pay him back 
and threatened to turn him over to the 
police if he persisted in asking a return 
of the loan. 

Young Miller decided to walk the 200 
tniles to Paris. With his violin under his 
arm he trudged the roads, sleeping in 
barns and begging food. That walk is 
still a nightmare to him. Twice he fainted 
along the road and finally he was taken 
ill. The last lap of the journey he made 
in a railroad car, being forced to pawn 
his violin in order to get to Paris. He 
arrived there on May 38, just a year ago. 

In Paris he applied to American Con- 
sul General Mason, who communicated 
with Miller’s father. The father wired 
back funds and permission for his son to 
study music. He studied under Dr, Sthurt- 
lers and Prof. Oberdoerffer, tne first vio- 
linist of the Paris Opera. His health 
failed, however, and he was obliged to 
come home. 

‘“‘T am going to take my son West,” 
said his father, who met him at the pier,

FROM LONG VACATION 


President of Jewish Theological 
Institute Gathered Ideas for a 
Book While Resting Abroad. 








JEWS IN NORTHERN AFRICA 





Great Possibilities for Research in 
Bagdad, He Thinks, if Right Man to 
Make It Can Be Found. 





Dr. Solomon Schechter, the President 
of the Jewish Theological Institute, who 
returned Tuesday night on the Berlin 
from an eleven months’ vacation, said 
last night that he had been spending most 
of the time resting. His mind has been 
active, however, if his pen has not, and 
he has already thought of a subject for 
another book which is to deal with the 
Jew in Northern Africa. 

Dr. Schechter also found that Bagdad 
is a city which offers great possibilities 
to an enterprising student for historical 
research. 

While Dr. Schechter was in Africa, 
Cambridge University issued his trans- 
lation of the remarkable manuscript con- 
taining a contemporary record of persons 
and events described in the New Testa- 
ment. This work and the commentaries 
by Dr. Schechter therein contained was 
entitled, ‘‘ Fragments of a Zadokite 
Work.” 

‘What have I been doing?’”’ 
the doctor last night in answer to a 
question. ‘‘ Why, nothing at all. I've 
been in England, Berlin, Paris, and South 
Africa, where I have a daughter living, 
but in all these places only for recreation 
and amusement. I am not so young as I 
Once was and I needed a complete rest. 

‘“*No, I do not think I shall undertake | 
a book again for some time. My work at 
the seminary will completely occupy me 
for several weeks to come. A book means 


a great deal of work, and I hesitate to 
attempt that at once. 

‘* However, I have an idea that my next 
book may deal with the Jew in Northern 
Africa. Besides the fragments of ihe 
manuscript which was published last 
Winter Cambridge University has several 
thousand more manscripts in the Geniza 
collection which I obtained in Cairo, and 
while none of these equals in interest the 
fragment already published others touch 
on exceedingly interesting historical sub- 
jects, and from these I may select ma- | 
teria] for another book. 

‘As I say, this book will deal with the 
early migration of the Jew to Northern 
Africa, though it will be more or less lim- 
ited to Cairo. Nothing remains unfortu- 
nately of the books of Alexandria. Ex- 
cavations made there have yielded noth- 
ing. In the first place, the library was 
turned and then in succeeding centuries 
Mohammedan and Christian bave vied 
with each other in turn in destroying each 
other’s work 

‘*‘T think the most promising field for 
research is Bagdad, which is untouched. 
We all know of the civilization of Bagdad 
urder the Califs, and yet little has been 
found of the literature of that people. If 
I were younger I should go there directly 
and see what could be done.”’ 

‘TIT could easily raise money to pay for} 
an expedition now, but where ts the man? 
That the difficulty—to find the man 
who could do this thing. You see, if the 
pecple of Bagdad have these books they 
do not know their value. Perhaps exca- 
vations would be necessary, but it is 
likely that old manuscripts exist here and 
there in old houses. Now, to procure 
manuscripts of this sort a certain kind of 
talent is necessary. The ordinary man 
would try to buy them. The moment an 
attempt of this sort is made the owner 
realizes the value of his wares. One 
must show an indifference and then make 
the man understand that the manuscript 
is of no value to him, whereas you will 
clean it up, mount it on glass, and event- 
ually put it in a book which will bring 
glory to him. 

“But tact is cnly one of the qualifica- 
tions required. The main thing is that 
the man undertaking the research shall 
know what he is looking for. Everything 
is of interest, even bookbindings. lor 
instance, I have found certain books, 
with particularly heavy covers, to con- 
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one side of the binding, manu- 
scripts used for padding. It was worth- 
less manuscript to the maker of the 
book, but it may prove exceedingly valu- 
able to me. 

“Then there is the palimpsest, manu- 
script which has other writing over it, 
sometimes two layers. For instance, 
when the Greeks wera in possession of 
Alexandria everything was in Greek. 
Later the Arabs came, and they rewrote 
across the Greek manuscript, because 
writing materials were exceedingly valu- | 
able. In instances of this sort it fs often 
the lowest layer which is worth the most)

MUST SLICE BUILDING FRONT. 


Judge Erlanger, While Issuing Order, 
Files Contrary Opinion. 


In an order in which he records his 
disagreement with the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, which twice or- 
dered that an injunction be issued to en- 
force building restrictions on West 
Twenty-sixth Street, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Erlanger directed yesterday that Eu- 
gene E. Hinkle cease to occupy a five- 
foot strip along the building line. 

Engineers said that quite a problem is 
presented in obeying the order, which will 
Shave five feet from the front of a twelve- 
Story loft building. The injunction was 
sranted to Rossanna Batchelor, who owns 
property 125 feet west of Hinkle'’s build- 
ing. She and one other property owner 
refused to sign the almost unanimous 
consent to the erection of the building 
whick violated a joint restriction agreed 


upon in 1849 by the then property 
owners. 


When Miss Batchelor first brought suit 
for the enforcement of the restriction her 
complaint was dismissed. The Appellate 


Division revers®d this ruling and ordered 
a new trial. On the second trial she was 
found to be entitled to nominal damages 
of $1 but not to an injunction. The Ap- 
pellate Division reversed this ruling also 
and sent the case back to the Supreme 
Court with the direction “that the law 
as established by this court be followed.” 

Justice Erlanger, in his order, observes 
that the removal of the restriction which 
Miss Batchelor has sought to enforce 
would increase the value of her own prop- 
erty from $5,000 to $10,000. He adds: 

“The five feet originally set aside for 
courtyard purposes is evanescent. Its 
original status is a thing of the past. 
Twenty-sixth Street, after a lapse of fifty 
years, has finally been forced into the 
pace which the march of ind=strial devel- 
Opment has established, and, like other 
sections, is obliged to yield its former 
pretentious appearance to the rapid strides 
of commercial pursuits. 

“The plaintiff has remodeled her in- 
vestment for stores and lofts and re- 
moved every vestige of courtyard feature 
from the five-foot strip and constructed a 
vault with iron and bull’s-eye giass cov- 
ering, with iron hatchway doors for a 
freight elevator. 

“Whatever the rights of the parties 
may have been while the section remained 
a high-Icass residential one, I think, in 
view of the radical changes during the 
past few years, that the owner of the 
dominant lot cannot claim the advantages 
which inspired the adoption of the cov- 
enant upward of sixty years ago. As I 
read the agreement, it was not intended 
to provide for a five-foot courtyard is- 
respective of the character of the bulld- 
ings."’

FOWLER, Ind., May 3.—John W. Poole, 
a wealthy farmer, who is guarded in jail 
here by fifty Deputy Sheriffs, to-day ad- 
mitted that he killed Joseph Kemper, a 
farmhand, while shooting rabbits in De- 
cember, 1909, and then cut his body to

Poola was guilty of other murders. 

Poole was arrested at one of his farms 
north of Rensselaer, where he had been 
for two weeks. 


lodged in jail. On the way he was great- 
ly excited, and feared he would be mobbed 
when he arrived at Fowler. He lay on 
the floor of the automobile, and concealed 
himself with a rug. It was just before 
they reached Fowler that Poole first told 
the Sheriff and Marshal that he was re- 
sponsible for Kemper’s death. He said 
that on the Sunday of the killing he was 
climbing over the fence at the back of 
his house with a shotgun in his hand in 
pursuit of a rabbit. Kemper, he says, 
was standing near. Poole declares that 
in getting over the fence the gun went 
off, and that the full charge entered 
Kemper’s head. 

This part of Poole’s story is discredited 
by Sheriff Shackelton, who says that all 
indications point to Kemper having been 
murdered in the kitchen of the Poole 
home. Ag to Charles Clark and Charles 
May, two other farm employes, who are 
missing and believed by many to have 
been slain by Poole, the accused man de- 
clared he knows nothing. He said they | 
left his place of their own free will, and 
he had not heard from them since. Talis 
same explanation was previously given 
as to Kemper, Sheriff Shackelton said. 

According to Poole’s admission, Kemp- 
er’s body lay for six days about the 
barn, hidden in hay sheds, after he was 
shot on Dec. 12, 1009. Poole decided 
finally that a hog killing would be a 
good time to dispose of the body, and dig- 
ging a grave, he buried the body. Poole 
said he found the body had frozen stiff, 
and he hacked it to pleces with an axe 
so that it might be handled easier. The 
grave was dug in a cornfield at the spot 
where the body was unearthed yesterday 
afternoon. Poole declares he is innocent 
of the char of murder, and he will 
make the plea that the shooting was 
accidental. 

The exposure of Kemper’s murder was 
made by Poole’s son, Emory, aged 138, 
who says his mother and sister had 
cognizance of Poole’s connection with the 
disappearance of Kemper, but have been 
restrained with threats of death from 
making their knowledge public. The 
daughter, Grace, is a student in Chicago. 

Emory first made known his suspicions 
several weeks ago. He visited Indian- 
apolis and interested a detective agency 
in the mystery, with the result that the 
elder Poole was arrested March 16. when 
a midnight search was conducted for the 
body. Poole was released, as nothing 


incriminating against him was then 
found.

E. A. Brown Says He Knows How 
the Other Half Lives and 
What to Do for Them. 


SUFFERED WITH THE POOREST 





Rich Cousin of the New York Central’s 
President—Slept In Barns and 
Jails to Help the Homeless. 





Kdwin A. Brown, “the millionaire 
tramp,” cousin of W. C. Brown, President 
of the New York Central, announced on 
his arrival at the Waldorf-Astoria last 
night that he would never wear overalls 
again. He is through seeing, as a part 
of the show, the seamy side of life, he 
says, and from now on, with the rich ex- 
perience he has had in learning how the 
other half lives, he intends to carry on 
his work of impressing upon cities the 
necessity of providing municipal lodging 
houses, such as this city has, by other 
means than “ living the dog’s life’’ him- 
self. He has no intention whatever, he 
says, of slackening his endeavors, but he 
now has seen the inside of prison walls 
in every section of the country, always 
on the sole charge of not having enough 
money to buy a bed, and sees no reason 
why he should suffer the “ down-ana- 
out’’ man’s privation further. 

Mr. Brown is a resident of Denver, 
where he is one of the city’s largest real 
estate holders. With no thirst for greater 
wealth than he has, he has for years 
been trying to learn by actual experience 
the sufferings of men who ars honest and 
willing to work, and of others who are 
shiftless and almost worthless, as a re- 
sult, possibly, he thinks, of the Govern- 
ment’s neglect.

that Tom Johnson, who was then living, 
had done a number of things to help the 
wayfarer. In fact, | myself saw plenty 
of evidences of Johnson’s work for the 
unfortunate. Cleveland is full of nice 
three-cent luncheon places, the outgrowth 
in a way of the three-cent fares advo- 
cated by Johnson. 

“After the wash-up the old ‘ Senator’ 
suggested that we try the Charities’ 
woodyard, and though we had had a 
supperless and sleepless night.we were 
told that if we split curly birch for an 
hour we could have breakfast. There 
was no help for it, and weak as we were 
we had to do it. After more than an 
hour at work we were called to a break- 
fast of something like oatmeal soup and 
a piece of hard bread, and a black fluid 
which was miscalled coffee, There was 
almost no nourishment in it. 

‘‘For the next night the old man, wun- 
able to sleep in the saloon again, found a 
barn, and told me about it. We slept 
there, and I came near freezing to death. 
But I had seen enough to know that 
Cleveland was doing almost nothing for 
the homeless man.” 

When Mr. Brown was asked if he haa 
any money concealed about him, he re- 
plied that usually on these-trips he dia 
carry money sewed in his clothing, but 
he added: 

“You see, it didn’t matter; I am quite 
well known along Euclid Avenue and 
could have turned in at almost any of 
the banks and got what I needed.” 

Mr. Brown found conditions even worse 
in Cincinnati, while Louisville, Memphis, 
Mobile, Houston, and Dallas, the liast 
city he visited, and most of the other 
Southern cities are equally without fa- 
cilities for sheltering the pennies 
stranger, no matter how worthy. A 
Houston Mr. Brown was directed to the 
Star of Hope mission when he applied to 
a policeman for lodgings, and arrested 
when he reached the mission, He was 
released only when he had revealed his 
identity to some newspaper men.

LAST FLYNN MAN SILENCED. 


“Hydraulic Ram” Collins to a Desk— 
Flynn Glad He's Out. 


The last member of former Second Dep: 
uty Police Commissioner Flynn’s raiding 
squad was transferred yesterday. He 
is Lieut. John J. Collins and he was sent 
to do desk duty at the Liberty Avenue, 
Brooklyn, station. 

Collins was head and front in all of 
the Flynn raids. He helped plan them, 
supervised them, and was present at every 
raid made by the former Deputy Com- 
missioner. It was he who wielded the 
hydraulic Jack when it was necessary to 
tear down steel doors. Because he was 
held in such high regard by Mr. Flynn 
it was reported when George 8. Dougher- 
ty took office that Collins would be kept 
at headquarters. 

John Hill, Jr., who was secretary to 
Mr. Flynn, resigned yesterday. It was 
said that Mr. Dougherty will soon ap- 
point as his secretary a man formerly 
connected with the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency. 

The Criminal Court Building was 
thronged again with gamblers yesterday 
when sixty-six men who were arrested 
for being in or maintaining gambling 
houses appeared before Judge Mulqueen in 
General Sessions for pleading or for trial 
Following the disagreement of the jury 
in the case of James J. Fest, who was 
tried on the charge of being a gambler, 
all of the sixty-six made up their minds 
to stand trial likewise. No more, it was 
said, will plead guilty and accept proba- 
tion under the Second Deputy Police Com- 
missioner. As Judge Rosalsky left Part 
I. of General Sessions, where the gamb- 
ling cases came up originally, to be suc- 
ceeded by Judge Mulqueen there was con- 
siderable anxiety among the fraternity 
regarding the attitude the latter would 
take. Judge Mulqueen soon set all doubts 
at rest, however, by announcing that he 
intended to carry out the methods of 
Judge Rosalsky. Judge Mulqueen an- 


nounced that he believed his predecessor 
had made a study of the gambling situa- 
tion and that he was prepared to parole 
all who pleaded guilty and at the same 
time mete out to those who stood trial and 
were convicted the extreme penalty of 
the law. When the indicted men in the 
gambling cases entered a plea of guilty 
Assistant District Attorney Brothers 
asked for an adjournment on the ground 
that he was not ready to proceed. Judge 
Mulqueen finally put the matter over for 
a week.

Mr. Redfield was in Agra, Indla, when

B. Bedford, his business associate. He 
said he did not interpret the message as 
being either a suggestion or a command 
from the Democratic organization in 
Brooklyn. One result of his trip, he said, 
is a desire to bring to the public mind 
the necessity of restoring the American 
merchant marine to a place in the world’s 
sniegne. He sald that from Hongkong 
to New York he did not see a vessel flying 
the Stars and Stripes. 


BUILDING CONCRETE HANGARS 


Those with Modern Clubhouse to be 
Features of Hempstead Avlation.

DENIED BY BERGER 


Mayor Seidel’s Administration 
Greatly Maligned, Says Mil- 
waukee Congressman. 








NO ARMY OF UNEMPLOYED 





A Hobo Convention and a St. Louls 
Newspaper Started the Story, He 


Says—New Park Without Graft. 





Congressman Victor Berger of Milwau- 
kee, the lone Socialist member of the 
lower house in Washington, is in New 
York to tell his friends what he intends 
to do in the way of making laws dur- 
ing his first term in office. He would 
not divulge his secret to a Trmes report- 
er yesterday, saying that !t wouldn’t be 
fair to his constituents, who had pald as 


much as $5 to hear him talk on that’ 
very subject in Carnegie Hall to-night. ] 


He did, however, try to refute what has 
been said about the Socialists’ adminis- 
tration In Milwaukee. 

“T’ve got more enemies than any oth- 
er man in Milwaukee,” he cheerfully ad- 
mitted, “‘ but I’ve also got more friends 
there than any one else, and that’s 
why I am the happlest man alive to- 
day.” 

“What do you think of Washington 
by this time?’’ was asked. 

“Well,” he said nonchalantly, “you 
know I’m on the Committee of the Dis- 
trict, ons of the four principal commit- 
tees in Congress, and I know that town 
from one end to the other. Ive been 
through every one of its 800 blind alleys, 
and I could say something if I wanted 
to, but I’m not in Washington for the 
purpose of muck-raking. 

“As to my view of Congress, I want 
to say that my associates have had a 
lot of fun out of me with their jokes 
about my being the whole Socialist Party, 
a complete caucus, quorum, and the reéc- 
ognized leader, all in one, but they are 
just about threugh with all that, and I 
honestly believe that no other Congress- 
man has been taken so seriously as I 
have been, aad before my term is over 
they will Bee that it pays to take me 
seriously.” 

The interview took place in the Con- 
gressman’s single room in the Hotel 
Manhattan, and every few minutes the 
telephone rang, announcing the arrival 
of a friend and the offering of congratu- 
lations. ‘‘ You haven’t any Ifdea,’’ he re- 
peated on several occasions, ‘‘ how many 
po want to see me. It’s surpris- 
n Was 
a For Civfl Service jobs?” was sug- 
gested. — 

“Ach,” he replied in his German ac- 
cent, ‘‘for everything under the sun. It 
certainly keeps one man busy attending 
to the whole party. 

“But now see what you are driving 
at,”” he continued. ‘**You want me to 
fay something about those Civil Service 
jobs In Milwaukee, and why it has been 
said that the Socialists’ administration 
upto date has been a fallure. 

“That story originated with a paper 
in St. Louls, which sent a reporter to 
Milwaukee, and which then printed all 
those lies {n St. Louis because the So- 
clalilsts there were making such a rapid 
rogress. Those charges were lies, and 

can prove it. I will answer every one 
of them that you can state,"’ 


The Hobo Convention. 


“How about your 80,000 men out of 
work? ’’ 

“That is an outrageous misstatement 
which resulted from a convention of 
the so-called Republic of the Unemployed 
which met in Milwaukee. A hobo gentus 
got the idea that all the tramps of the 
United States ought to have a conven- 


eters: and we threw the City Hall open 
to them. I wus opposed to it at first, 
but only about 200 showed up, and so 
both Mayor Seidel and myself let them 
have full sway. The press took it up, 
and the number of unemployed, accord- 
ing to the press, grew from 200 to 30,- 
000. Of course, there are always some 
unemployed in every city near the close 
of Winter, but we haven’t any more in 
my city this year than it ever had 
before. If you had a convention for 
that class of peopie in New York you 
would get an exagegcrated notion of your 
total number of unemployed also.’’ 

“How about this charge that Mayor 
Seidel’s administration violated the Civil 
Service laws?” 

** Absurd question,’’ he remarked. ‘‘ We 
have altogether 4,000 city employes in our 
city. When I left we had changed just 
sixty-two. Isn’t that fair encugh? Of 
course, we had to change most of the 
heads of the departments in order to pro- 
mote our schemes of government, and 
we had to put all of the inefficient out, 
for obvious reasons. If the election had 
given the Republicans the reins after a 
long Democratic rule there would have 
been twenty times as many changes. 
The only claim they can make is that 
we did nct strictly adhere to that clause 
in the charter which says that employes 
must be taken from 
of three years’ standing. We took our 
appointees from all over the country, 
getting the best experts in every line 
that we knew of. Hence we may have 
violated the letter of the law, but we 
did not violate the spirit, because we gave 
the people of Milwaukee the very best 
service on the market.’’ 

“The charge has been made that there 
was no market for school and other 
city bonds in your city. How about 


that? ”’

“ That’s an absolute Iie. 
best rates on our bonds that were ever 
received, And you ought to have seen 
those eager bidders. There were more 
than ever before—two whole rooms full, 
a tremendous crowd.”’ 

‘“‘“And how about the high taxes ?’ 

“ That charge is the most foolish of all. 
The budget was completed before we 
went into office, and the taxes were not 
set by us. We will be responsible for 
the rate of tax next year, as based on 
the budget which we will make this year, 
but it isn’t fair to blame us with what 
our predecessors did.”’ 

“Will the tax rate be lower next 
year?’’ the reporter asked. 

‘I can’t promise that,” the broad- 
shouldered Congressman quickly retort- 
ed, “‘but we'll make every dollar go its 
limit—that I krow.’”’ 


Socialists Not Repudiated., 


“Wasn't the Socialist regime repuédi- 
ated by your recent election of April 4, 
when your opponents elected two school 
Directors and a city Judge, and your 
party didn’t win anything?” 

‘‘No, no, no,’ he replied. “ You are 
not properly informed on the game of 
politics in Milwaukee, I see. The S§So- 
cialists have a plurality of votes in my 
city, but not a majority. All the oppo- 
sition fused against us. We had no less 
votes aS a consequence, but we were 
beaten. But wailt—Some day we'll have 
the majority as well as the plurality, and 
then they can’t even beat us by fusion. 

“There are two more charges which 
you haven't asked about,’”’ the Socialist 
continued, ‘‘and we might as well wipe 
the slate clean. They say in Milwaukee 
that the ‘ Berger Park,’ comprising about 
500 acres in the north of the oity, Is 
one of our visionary dreams which will 
mever be realized. I tell you that it 
will, and within the next year, and it 
will be the first $1,000,000 park ever lald 
out in the United States without graft. 
Even the opposition admits that we are 
honest, you know. The other charge 
has to do with another promise which 
they also call visionary, that of building 
a terminal for all the interurban and 
local street cars in the city. We won't 
promise that this year, that’s true, but 
when our first tenure of office expires 
next year we expect to have another 
term of office, and then—then ou’ll 
see some wonderful things accomplished.

JERUSALEM, May 8.—The inhabitants 
have been aroused to the point of rioting 
by the operations of a party of English 
archaeologists, who are accused of having 
excavated beneath the inviolable Mosque 
of Omar and removed relics reputed to 
include the Ark of the Covenant, the cen- 
ser, and other sacred vessels which be- 
longed to the tribes of Israel. 

Azmy Bey, the Turkish Governor, was 
mobbed in the streets for supposed com- 
plicity in the profanation and hooted as 
a “pie.” 

The mosque has been closed and is 
closely guarded pending the arrival from 
Constantinople of officials of the Gov- 
ernment, who will make an investigation. 

The expedition worked for two years on 
a large scale, beginning at the village of 
Siloam, which lies at the southeast en 
of Jerusalem on the southern slope of 
the Mount of Olives overlooking the Vai- 
ley of Kedron and the Pool of Siloam. 

The explorers are credited with having 
excavated a passage from the Pool of 
Siloam toward the place where once stoo 
Solomon’s Temple, built in 1012 B. Ce 
pillaged and restored, and finally de- 
stroved by Titus A. D. 70. 

Failing to reach the relics sought in 
this manner, the explorers, according to 
the alleged confessions of the guards of 
the mosque, bribed the guards, entered 
the mosque, and after digging on six 
nights spirited away the treasures, “‘ the 





whereabouts of which,’ says an Arabic 
aper, ‘none knew except God and these 
tnegiish.’’ 

Mystery surrounds the expedition, whose 
operations have been of such magnitude 
as to make it evident that a lurge Sum 
of money was invested.

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BALFOUR HELPS ASQUITH WIN 


Unionists Do Not Vote Against the 
Preamble to the Veto Bill. | 


LONDON, May 8.—The Parliament bill, | 
known also as the Veto bill, for the cur- 
tailment of the powers of the House of 
Lords, together with its preamble, to- 
day passed the committee stage in the’ 
House of Commons practically without 
amendment amid scenes of great en- 
thusiasm. 

The refusal of Mr. Balfour, leader of the 
Opposition, to vote against the preamble 
to the bill, declaring ror the reform of the 
House of Lords, removed any danger that 
might have been apprehended from a re- 
volt of the Laborites against the pre- 
amble, and this portion of the measure, 
the consideration of which was regarded 
as the most critical test for the Govern- 
ment, proved the easiest to carry. 

The Unionist opposition to the bill has 
almost vanished. In place of the hun- 
dreds of amendments which threatened 
to delay the proceedings in the committee 
stage, only a few important ones, mainly 
in the direction of urging joint sittings or 
a conference of the two houses in cases 
of disagreement, will be moved in the re- 
port stage of the Dill, which will, it is 
expected, occupy only two or three days 
next week.

QUALITY OF FOOD 


Popular Belief That It Is a Form 
of Sugar or Chemically Re- 
lated to It Erroneous. 








DECLARED AN ADULTERANT 





Commissioner of Health Has Question 
of Local Prohibition of its Use 
Under Advisement. 





The condemnation of saccharin as an 
ingredient in food products by the Fed- 
eral authorities has led to a good deal of 
discussion as to just what saccharin is. 
The Impression has prevailed somewhat 
®enerally that saccharin is a sort of con- 
centrated form of sugar, but as a matter 
of fact it has no relation to sugar what- 
ever and is a coal-tar product, like 
phenacetine, anti-pyrene and aniline dyes. 
/ #t is variously known to chemists as ben- 
z0lo sulphinid, the imide of sulpho-benzoic 
acid, anhydro-sulphamido-benzoic acid 
and benzosulphonidum. 

Incidentally it is absolutely indigestible 
and passes through the system un- 
changed. 

The popular misconception as to the 
mature of saccharin is due to the clever- 
ness of Dr. Fahlberg, the discoverer of 
its sweetening qualities, in giving it that 
name with a view to its commercial pos- 
sibilities: The discovery of the compound 
itself is ascribed to Fahlberg and Prof. 
Ira Remsen jointly. Fahlberg was work- 
ing in Prof. Remsen’s laboratory in Balti- 
more when it was first produced. He 
happened to get his thumb in a solution 
of it and touching it to his tongue acci- 
dentally discovered its extreme sweetness. 


In its — form this quality is 500 times 
that of sugar. 

Dr. Fahiberg said nothing to Prof. 
Remsen of his discovery, but thought it 
over that night and the next day he 
resigned and subsequently obtained pat- 
ents on the product, naming it saccharin. 























“It produces an intense, but not agree- 
able, sweet taste and yet one which the 
unwary consumer would naturally attrib- 
ute to the sugar present in the corn 
itself. Thus the consumer is deceived, 
and at the same time he is consuming a 
drug which has valuable uses in medicine, 
but which should only be administered 
with the consent and by the advice of 
a physician. Moreover, the name sac- 
charin itself is misleading. It ‘is an 
application of a word which by common 
usage is attributed to natural sugar sub- 
stances tc a substance which has no rela- 
tion of any kind to sugar. The use of a 
word of this kind is evidently object- 
ionable. The canner himself who uses 
name, which gives no indication of its 
true character. 

“The use of saccharin as an imitation 
of the natural sweet of the pea is, un- 
fortunately, very largely practiced and is 
open to the same objections. In canned 
tomatoes, also, saccharin is sometimes 
used as an adulterant to imitate the 
properties of pure sugar,”

is a useful drug in some cases, as it has

FIRE INSPECTION. 

There is an objection in practice 
rather than in reason to the advocacy 
at the Charter hearings by Director 
WILLIAM H. ALLEN of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research of a requirement 
making it the duty of the Fire Com- 
missioner, under penalty of removal or 
suit for criminal neglect, to inspect all 
the buildings in which numbers of per- 
sons live or congregate. The Charter 
merely ‘“‘ empowers ’’ the Commissioner 
to inspect such buildings. It should, 
indeed, be his imperative duty to cause 
their inspection up to the limit of the 
means afforded him. But what iff his 
appropriations should be cut off?

THE STRIKES. 

Each of several strikes now in effect, 
has the capacity of developing more 
trouble than we have experienced alto- 
gether in connection with recent May 
Days.

distribution. In 
flicting interests the dominant consid-«

eration ought to be, and ultimately will 
be, the welfare of everybody, that {ts of 
the entire community as distinguished 
rom the interests of any single class. 

The interest of everybody is that pro- 
duction of goods shall be as large as pos- 
sible, so that there may be a larger dis- 
tributive share. This conflicts with the 
Gesire of capital that profits shal] be 
large and costs small. Also there is a 
conflict between the interest of labor, 
as seen by itself, that the processes of 
manufacture and distribution shall be 
carried on for the production of wages, 
and the interest of the general con- 
sumer that production of goods is more 
important than the distribution of 
weges. It is this aspect which ts upper- 
most in the recent labor situation, and 
which arrays labor against both em- 
ployers and consumers. Indeed it would 
not be difficult to show that the de- 
mand of labor for the same wage and 
shorter hours is contrary to the inter- 
ests of labor itself in its capacity of 
consumer of products. It needs no 
argument to prove that the demand of 
organized labor that unorganized labor 
shall not work arrays labor against 
itself, and subordinates the interest of 
the many to the interest of the few. 
Probably labor cares nothing for such 
considerations. Yet there may be a 
chance that labor does not care because 
it does not appreciate to what an extent 
it is levying forced contributions to 
itself at the expense both of the profits 
of capital and of the distribution of the 
products of labor. 

In 1910 there were lost in this State 
through strikes 5,595,384 days. WNine- 
tenths of this loss of labor was realized 
in this city, and in many cases the 
question of cornditions of employment 
was subordinated to privilege in em- 
ployment for a minority, which was 
enforced by methods contrary to law. 
Labor may regard the loss of wages 
as less important than the supremacy 
of trades unionism, but it cannot expect 
the rest of the community to sympa- 
thize with objects which so greatly less- 
ened the production of goods, and in- 
creased the expense and difficulty of 
administering the Government. It is 
possible to make an exacter statement 
of the burden which organized labor is 
laying upon the general community in 
the trade which is conspicuous for its 
demoralization at this time. There was 
a decline in the building trade of the 
United States of 15 per cent., and a fall 
in construction expenditures in the 
three leading boroughs of this city from 
$23,838,650 to $11,768,330 for March 
alone. It is this trade which is most 
disturbed in Chicago, and for similar 
reasons. Questions of hours and wages 
are pressed in some cases, but there are 








}also many Questions of jurisdiction of 
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jobs, and of priority of employment for 
unionists. Construction has become so 
difficult and costly that men are unable 
to buy houses as they did, and would 
like to, and builders dare not build. 
Such conditions are not advantageous 
to labor itself, whether labor be used 


to mean working people or trades} 


unionists. The Engineering News keeps 
a record of conditions in all the trades, 
and states that bricklayers now get 70 
cents an hour for 44 hours weekly, 
against 80 to 40 cents for 59 hours in 
1881. It is precisely this trade which 
is most inefficient in its work, and the 
most stubborn in resisting every effort 
to organize the trade to produce goods 
instead of wages, even at an increase 
of earnings for itself. 

No one will object to short hours and 
high pay ag desirable in themselves, but 
labor has no right to indulge itself in 
such respects by imposing conditions of 
equality regardless of efficiency. If 
labor were as industrious and efficient 
as it might and ought to be it would 
supply the funds which might both pro- 
vide the wages extorted and supply 
consumers’ demands at prices which 
could be afforded. But when one-tenth 
of the workers impose demands that 
nine-tenths shall not work on terms ac- 
ceptable to them, and that the one-tenth 
shall receive leisure and wages above 
their earnings, there is an uneconomic 
depletion of the capital funds available 
for expenditure. The problem of the 
moment is to stimulate consumption by 
reducing costs and prices. Opposed to 
this demand stand the unions demand- 
ing that production shall be costly, and 
that they shall enjoy an ease which 
they have not earned. The economic 
effect is the same whether industry is 
paralyzed by a statute of a trades union 
or a capital trust or a Legislature com- 
manding what cannot be afforded. In 
either case production is prostrated, the 
flow of wages is checked, and the pro- 
duction of goods is reduced. The labor 
union’s part in producing hard times is 
worth the consideration of all classes, 


and especially of those willing to work | 


for what can be paid, and kept from 
work by labor’s mistaken views of its 
own interest. 





THE SENATE AND RECIPROCITY. 

The Senate Finance Committee will 
begin to-day its hearings on Canadian 
reciprocity. Mr. Penrosp of Pennsyl- 


Vania is the Chairman of the commit- 


tee and he can be relied on to represent 


‘the interests of the extreme protection- 


ists. But the committee is far from 
being under his control to the extent 
that it was formerly under the thumb 
of Mr. Aupricn. The feeling among the 
supporters of the reciprocity agreement 
as well as in the immediate administra- 
tion circles is that, though the process 
will be a long one, the necessary legis- 
lation, as it passed the House, will fi- 
nally be adopted. 

The evidence grows constantly in vol- 
ume and force that the country is be- 
hind the President tn this matter. The 
attempts to arouse party feeling in op- 
position have failed miserably. The 
feeling among all rational Republicans 
is that Mr. Tarr has greatly strength- 
ened himself and the party by his reci- 
procity policy. He has, in a measure, 
spiked the enemy’s guns. He has made 
a substantial contribution to the fulifill- 
ment of the promises of the campaign 
of 1908. It is true that in doing so he 
has aided in taking the tariff out of 
politics, but all sensible party men, with 
their eyes open, see now that the tariff 
of 1909 was a mighty bad thing to have 
in politics from the party point of view, 
and they are glad to have its promi- 
nence and its influence lessened. 

Still back of this feeling is the con- 
viction of the business men of the coun- 
try that reciprocity is absolutely neces- 
sary to the prosperity of our industries, 
the productive capacity of which has 
long since outgrown the demand for 
home consumption. This point is well 
set forth by Mr. H. HB. Mrues, the ex- 
tensive manufacturer of agricultural 
implements and machinery of Racine, 
Wis. He shows how little we have suc- 
ceeded, compared to other nations, in 
getting our share of the world’s trade: 


There are only four great manufactur- 
ing nations in the world — England, 
France, Germany, and the United States. 
In volume of product, the United States 
is far and away in the lead. Outside 
these four nations there are one and one- 
half billion human souls who look to these 
nations for their manufactured supplies. 
The rewards offered in this world trade 
are beyond comprehension. They are to 
be measured in money, in intellectual ad- 
vancement, in national spirit, in height- 
ened civilization, and yet in this world 
trade the United States has, until now, 
refused to participate. We have made 
our tariffs not protective, but prohib- 
itive in the majority of items, and in 
many ways we have served notice upon 
the nations that it is our policy to restrict 
international trade, rather than to pro- 
mote it.

Among the bills just 
introduced in the As-

We were not aware that the public had 
made any passionate demand, or even a 
mild one, for a law of this kind, and 
therefore, speaking from a general dls- 
like for the multiplication of legislative 
interferences with and restrictions upon 
the dealings of man with man, the pro- 
posed statute might be called unneces- 
Sary, which is much the same as calling 
it bad. Still, there is no denying that 
almost everybody that gets a telegram 
would almost always be pleased—would 
sometimes be benefited and never injured 
—if it bore on its face exact information 
as tg when it was filed in the transmit- 
ting office and when received at that of 
delivery. 

Thus would a clearer knowledge be ob- 
tained of the efficiency shown by the 
telegraph company, and, in case of any 
delay, the placing of the responsibility for 
it would be rendered easier. The tele- 
graph company may not be eager thus to 
facilitate the keeping of tabs on its serv- 
ica by its patrons, but for net doing so 
it has few avowable excuses—none that 
we can think of—and there would prob- 
ably be wisdem as well 
graciousness in voluntarily giving this 
information instead of waiting for com- 
pulsion or in one way or another prevent- 
ing its exercise. 

Already ‘ess is charged for the trans- 
mission of dispatches at the company’s 
convenience, instead of promptly, and the 
suggested tnnovation is a fairly logical 
sequence of that highly popular discrim- 
ination. It really does seem that when 
we pay a price for speed we ought to 
know, not only that we get the speed, 
but just how much of it we get. 


It Might

At first thought there was

But the advocates of night removal 
also have their facts and their arguments, 
many of them impressive, and the two 
sets must be balanced with care and pa- 
tience before any approach to.a final de- 
cision is made.

Those who directed the Blind Workers’ Px- 
hibition at the Metropolitan Opera House are 
being somewhat lied astray by their enthusiasm 
and their apparent lack of information on the 
actual status of the education of the blind. 
The case of the adult blind {s and has ever 
been @ great and as yet an unsolved problem, 
But in the education of the biind of school age 
much has been done for many years, and we 
may be proud to say that America, and in par- 
ticular New York State and city, have been 
leaders in this grand work. The age ig long 
past when, us President Taft said, ‘‘ we class 
them without thought among the helpless and 
necessary objects of charity and segregate them 
from the world at large, put them fn expen- 
sive asylums, furnish them with food and 
clothing, and then, with a sigh, consign them 
to a life of hibernation, of deadening monotony, 
of helpless and aimless existence within a win- 
dowless tomb.”’ 

In our own city, since 1851, the New York 
Institution for the Blind at Thirty-fourth 
Street and Ninth Avenue, has been quietly and 
unostentatiously giving to the blind children 
of the city and vicinity the same education as 
that provided for the seeing children in the 
public schools throughout the State, and an 
additional training in music and oertain 
branches of manual training, which {s ‘not 
given to their seeing fellows.

CLOSE VOTE ON INCOME TAX. 
Massachusetts Rejects Proposed 
Amendment by 11 to 10. 


BOSTON, May 3.—By a close vote the 
Massachusetts State Senate to-day re- 
fused to ratify the proposed amendment 
to the Federal Constitution providing, for 
an income tax. The vote was 11 to 10, 
with nine pairs. The measure recently 
passed the House by an overwhelming 
vote. 

The vote on the measure was almost 
strictly on party lines, one Republican 
voting with the Democrats in favor of 
the imeasure, while all thé votes cast 
against it were Republican. , 

The amendment has been approved by 
the Legislatures of thirty States, and only 
five more are needed to make the requisite 
three-fourths of the forty-six States.

DUVEENS PAY $1,180,000. 


Settle Customs Fraud Sults, but Do 
Not Avold Prosecution. 


WASHINGTON, May 8—The Govern- 
ment accepted to-day $1,180,000 in, com- 
promise of the suits against Duveen 
Brothers, the New York art firm accused 
of customs frauds. John B. Stanchfield 
ana other attorneys for the Duveens, 
who contended that the Government 
should give up books and papers seized 
in the raid on the Duveen establishment, 
lost their point. 

The books and papers will be retained 
for evidence in a criminal action. Two 
of the Duveens now under indictment 


are out on bail and not in the United 
States. It is the amnounced intention 
of the Treasury Department to prose- 
cute them if they ever come within the 
jurisdiction of the courts of this country. 

The settlement in the Duveen case in- 
volved the largest sum collected in any 
of the customs cases with the exception 
of the sugar frauds. 








United States District Attorney H. A. 
Wise announced vesterday that the crimi- 
nal trials of the Duveens would be held 
next October. Henry J. and Benjamin 
Duveen are both in England at present, 
under $75,000 and $50, bail respec- 
tively. Louis J.. Duveen and Joseph J. 
Duveen, who were also indicted, were 
allowed to plead guilty and pay fines 
of $10,000 each some time ago. They 
were out of the country when the indict- 
ment was found last Fall and could not 
have been extradited if they. had not 
chosen to return voluntarily.

Would Word the Anglo-American Pact 
to Permit It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have discussed the Anglo-American Arbi- 
tration Treaty with Hamilton Holt, Walter J. 
Bartnett, and other parliamentarians of the 
World Federation League, and find them a unit 
for the following programme, which it is hoped 
will meet with the approval of Tus TIMES 
and {ts cordial indorsement: 

Let the treaty be known as the international 
peace treaty, drawn exactly as at present, with 
the slight changes In phraseology to make it of 
general application. But let it wind up with a 
clause that shall make it final and effective in 
the elimination in due time of the greater part 
of the war expenditures that are the curse of 
‘the present competitive system, viz.: When a 
sufficient majority of the powers have ratified 
this treaty a convention shall be called to es- 
tablish a permanent court of reference: to ar- 
range for the policing of the world by an in- 
ternational force, and the abolishment of the 
then unnecessary armaments. 

It would seem that the treaty drawn in this 
way would meet all possible criticisms of the 
Anglo-American pact and provide for a speedy 
and effactive international union for the main- 
tenance of peace and the administration of 
justice and the utilization of the world’s reve- 
nues for the enrichment of each nation.

Upper House Asked to Grant Pubile 
Hearing—Bill Puts Site Selec- 
tion In Justices’ Hands. 





Architects and civic societies through-

ALL APPROVE EQUITABLE BILL 


Though the Mutualization It Enables 
Is Not Yet Arranged. 


There was much speculation here yes- 
terday as to the effect of the bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature on Tuesday by 
Senator T. D. Sullivan and Assembly- 
man Hoey to facilitate the mutualization 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
by permitting an insurance corporation 
to acquire or invest its own stock, pro- 
vided the transaction is in furtherance 
of a plan toward mutualization. The pro- 
posed mutualization of the Equtable has 
been held up by failure of the society to 
agree to the price asked by J. P. Morgan 
tor the majority stock. 

Mr. Morgan holds 502 of the 1,000 shares, 
having acquired them for about $2,500,000 
from Thomas F,. Ryan. In view of the 
known intention’ of Superintendent of In- 
surance Hotchkiss and of the company 
itself to change the Equitable from a 
stock to a mutual corporation Mr. Mor- 
gan recently made known his willingness 
to part with his stock for what he paid 
for it, plus interest, which would bring 
the price of each $100 shares up to $6,000 
and the whole to about $3,000,000. As the 
ordinary price of the stock is less than 
$400 the Mutualization Committee of the 
Equitable has not seen its way clear to 
agree to Mr. Morgan’s terms. 

Henry De Forrest Baldwin of 49 Wall 
Street, who represents a large part of 
the minority stockholders, said yesterday 
that he has not yet read the bill and was 
unwilling to venture any opfnion as to 
how his clients felt toward the measure. 

Robert Mather of the Westinghouse 
Company, who was eppointed a special 
delegate from the Mutualization Commit- 
tee to act with Supt. Hotchkiss toward 
bringing about the mutualization of the 
company, said that the bill was merely 
enabling legislation and laid down no 
plan for mutualization. 

“The bill merely provides,” he said, 
“that a stock Hfe insurance company 
riay become a mutual company by carrv- 
ing out any plan for the acquisition of its 
stock which shall be adopted ty a major- 
ity of its stockholders and policy holders 
and with the approval of the State Super- 
intendent of Insurance. Just what action 
or what definite plan of action will be 
adopted is left entirely to a majority vote 
of the Directors, stockholders, and policy 
holders, with the approval of the Super- 
intencent of Insurance. As far as I know, 
no such step toward a definite plan of 
action has yet been taken.” 

“ Although the bill was not directly pre- 
pared by our committee,’ said guage 
Willlam A. Day, President of the Equit- 
able Company, yesterday, “‘it was agree- 
able to Superintendent Hotchkiss, the 
Trustees, and our Mutualization Commit- 
tee, which was appointed by the Board of 
Directors. I may state that our Mutual- 
— Committee agreed unanimously on

OLD THEATRE MAN 
DIES ON BROADWAY 





F. W. Bert Stricken While Walk- 
ing with William A. Brady, 
Once His Callboy. 





ONCE A POWER IN THE WEST 





First to Produce “ The Lights o’ Lon- 
don” in AmericaCame East After 
Losing Fight with Alf Hayman. 





Frederick W. Bert, an old-time the- 
atrical figure, who outlived his genera- 
tion and became an employe of a younger 
man who once had been his callboy, died 
yesterday on Broadway, at the corner of 
Forty-sixth Street. 

He was walking from William A. 
Brady’s new theatre, The Playhouse, in 
Forty-elghth Street, toward the Green- 
wich Bank, in which he intended to de- 
posit Tuesday night’s receipts for ‘‘ The 
Light o’ London.” With him was Mr. 
Brady, whose treasurer he was. They 
were talking about “ The Lights o’ Lon- 
don,’’ which had its very first American 


#presentation in The California Theatre, 


San Francisco, when Bert was its man- 
ager and Brady was graduating from 
callboy to a place in the east. Bert re- 
marked how glad he had been to see the 
old play on again, and that he would like 
to see Brady playing again the rdle of 
Seth Preene, which he had assigned to 
Brady in the original presentation, when 
he fell to the sidewalk. 

Mr. Brady caught Mr. Bert in his arms 
and prevented his head from striking the 
pavement. He then dragged him through a 
rapidly collecting crowd into a drug 
store, whose pepersetor telephoned to 
Flower Hospital for an ambulance. Dr. 
Ahearn, who responded, said that death 
had been almost instantaneous and that 
heart trouble, superinduced by a dropsical 
condition of long standing, was the 
cause. ° 

In the palmy days of his career Bert 
was better known to the West Coast 
theatregoers than to those of New York. 
Here he was known chiefly in the book- 
ing offices, where it was understood that 
he “controlled everything west of Salt 
Lake.”’ 

He fought three great battles, well re- 
membered even yet in the movement to- 
ward concentration in the theatrical 
business. One was to-smash up the bus!i- 
ness of traveling companies when they 
began to replace the traveling stars who 
played to the support of local stock com- 
panies. Another was to prevent his loca] 
San Francisco houses from passing into 
the syndicate’s control, and the third was 
to hold his local stock companies to- 
gether after Al Hayman had been grad- 
uated from a piace as his treasurer to 
that of a rival manager and theatricat 
owner. , 

All of these battles he lost, and fn one 
of them his fight became extremely spec- 
tacular. One day he found that Hayman 
had leased the California Theatre over 
his head while he still had what he con- 
sidered a valid lease. Instead of sur- 
rendering the property Bert nailed up the 
doors and stationed men at each entrance 
with shotguns. San Francisco enjoyed 
itself at the merry warfare for six months 
until Bert was finally beaten and Hayman 
gained possession. 

David Belasco worked for Bert for &2n 
a week when Brady was getting $10. The 
sizable managers of that period, which 
lasted through the late seventies and 
early eighties, were Augustin Daly, 
Palmer, Gilmore. Tompkins, and Joe 
Brooks of New York, only one of whom 
survives. 

Bert dealt with all these managers, 
taking to San Francisco as stars for his 
local stock companies such men and wo- 
men as Barrett and Booth, Lawrence, 
Salvini, Modjeska, who gave her first 
English performance in his California 
Theatre; William J. Florence, John 'r. 
Raymond, and McKee Rankin. He con- 
trolled in San Francisco the Grand Opera 
House, the Baldwin Theatre, and the 
California Theatre. When Eastern stars 
were not to be had for his houses 
local companies filled in with ‘* The 
Black Crook,” “‘ Harbor YVAghts.” “ Ex- 
celsior,”’ *‘ Around the World in Eighty 
Days,’ “The Silver King.” ‘ Snow 
Flake,” and ‘‘ The Lights o’ London.” 

The last named piece was Rert’s favor- 
fte, except for ‘‘ The Silver King.” and in 
urging Mr. Brady to reproduce ‘ The 
Lights o’ London” he also urged ‘* The 
Silver King ’”’ for next Winter, and Brady 
had the matter under consideration. 

After Hayman had forced Bert from 
San Francisco he drifted East, became 
manager of the Standard Theatre in 
Philadelphia, and then in 1890 he came 
to Broadway, with nothing particular to 
do and no reason jin particular to be 


ere. 

**Gimme a fob, old man,” he said to his 
one-time callboyvy when .thev met under 
the lights of Broadway, and Brady took 
him up to his headquarters. He has re- 
mained there ever since as Mr. Brady's 
right-hand man, treasurer, and confiden- 
tial adviser. 

“ He was like an old hen to her chick- 
ens,"’ said Mr. Brady vesterday, “ always 
worrving about the vounger brood of us. 
He died a long ways from broke. Lately 
he had invested all his money tn real 
estate at Bensonhurst, and when the boys 
asked him why he was doing it he said 
it was because somebody'd et Brady 
some day and then he'd take him—mean- 
ing me—down to his farm and take care 
of him.” 

Mabel Bert. the actress, is a atster-in- 
law of Mr. Bert, and he has four chil- 
fren who survive him, the eldest of whom 
lives in Seattle. His wife, Henrietta Os- 
bourne, died several years ago. 


NIELS POULSON DEAD AT 68. 


Engineer Gave $100,000 to the Amerl- 
can Scandinavian Society. 


Niels Poulson, President of the Hecla 
Iron Works of Brooklyn, and a philan- 
thropist, died, yesterday morning of heart 
disease at his home on the Shore Road, 
Fort Hamilton. In April of last year 
Mr. Poulson was entertained at a dinner 
at the Park Avenue Hotel in recognition 
of his gift of $100,000 to the American 
Scandinavian Society for educational pur- 


poses. For this gift he received recog- 
nition from the King of Denmark. 

Mr. Poulson was well known as an en- 
gineer in connection with structural prob- 
lems. He originated many improvements 
in methods of construction, few of which 
he patented, since he wished them to be 
public property. He furnished to the Gov- 
ernment free of charge modes of con- 
struction for the Congressional Library, 
which were later widely copied in large 
institutions of the kind. He made a study 
of improving Iinterborough transportation, 
and presented the city with a plan, never 
adopted, to do away with the congestion 
on the Brooklyn Bridge. He once offered 
a prize of $50,000 for the solution of this 
problem. 

When in 1897 the firm of Poulson & 
Eger was incorporated as the Hecla Iron 
Works, Mr. Poulson organized a night 
school for the education of his employes, 
which has since been declared to have 
been an important factor in raising the 
standard of American iron construction. 
He gave many prizes to foster various ac- 
tivities among public school students. 

Mr. Poulson was born on Feb. 27, 1843, 
at Horsens, Denmark, and was ‘educated 
at Copenhagen as an architect and build- 
er. He came to this country in 1864. He

T.—Wheat was dull and heavy, selling 
- Gown with very little resistance shown, closing 
-~ @t the low point. The news was bearish and 
. prices easily but slowly worked off. The ca- 
bles showed heaviness abroad and there was a 
complete lack of foreign interest in the future 
or export market. This situation eliminated the 
foreign markets for the day as a factor of a 
bullish charactdr. There was no export interest 


reported even in Manitoba wheat. The crop 
newe was distinctly favorable. The weather 
was also better. The weather map showed light 
frost east of the Mississippi, but the low tem- 
peratures through the West and Northwest 
have not been considered a serious factor. A 
report by The Necrthwestern Miller stated that 
Spring wheat seeding was completed, with out- 
look favoring 6 per cent. increase in area in 
the three Stat@s, which would be about 1,000,000 
acres gain.
